And if Sin be an Infirmity, (as the Com- 
mon-Prayer-Book, allows of) it conſequently 
follows, there's no Free-will in Man.—

This very Myſtery hath confounded the 
Wiſdom of World in Divinity, and can ne- 
ver be throughly reach'd by any, without a 
Difputation, - or Satisfaction in a Definition 
of a Saving Falth. ; 

How highly then then it concerns us to

And in another Place, the Church prays 
for the continual Dew of God's Bleſſing, or- 
Grace. And the Tenth Article of the Church 
faith, that Man cannot. tarn and prepare 
himſelf to Faith and Prayer, without the 
Grace of God by Chriſt firſt moving us there- 
to, that we may have a good Will,and Work- 
ing with us when we have that good Will. 

Who can't every day ſee, that to thoſe 
who are harden'd, or Grace not*given them, 
'tis neither the Mercies of God can allure 
them, nor the fear of Hell deter them from 
Sin. 

Now, if we can't but acknowledge ſuch 
Power, nor that we can procee#1n Good the 
leaſt ſtep farther than Grace aſſiſts us, it will 
give us to underſtand, that we may wholly

If his Doarine 
cannot be Overthrown by the whole World, 
or no Man can be found that can Diſcourſe 
him, ſo as to overthrow his Doctrine, you 
need not queſtion but ſuch a Man is a Spiri- 
tual Man, taught by the Holy Ghoſt. 


In vain have Diſputations been amongſt 
Natural Men, becauſe amogſt: ſuch, none 
could be found that underſtood the Myſte- 
ries of the Scriptures, and ſo Diſputations 


* could have no end. 


But when « Spiritual Man 1s come,he over- 
throws all Men, and then Diſputes in Divi- 
nity will have an end to the SatisfaQtion. of 
many. | 

Theſe things ſtrikes deep with me (though 
I do not ſay I am a Spiritual Man) partly 
from the Viſions I have had, partly from my 
Doarine, by Natural Men eſteem'd Blaſphe- 
my, a promotion of Sin and Sedition,- and 
partly from the Malice of many, who ate for 
Burning 
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Burning me and my Book, yet cannot Oyer- 
throw 1t. 


Its ſafe for Men, (and God expeats no more 


\ from them) to reſt ſatisfied with a Do&rine 


that cannot be Overthrown, notwithſtand- 
ing they cannot altogether believe it. Had

But ſome 4s for pinning their Opinions 
on Great and Learned Men's Judgments, 
when pgor men that are deſpiſed, God hath 
choſen to confound theWiſdom of theWorld :
